The disclosures made by Tweed on 
the second day of his trial are reiaarxable. Taey 
read like a chapter out o%, the Arabian 
Nigbts. The Herald quoting, his tesimony 
suys: ‘When he testified the currupt measure, 
of passing the famous Tweed ch jrier of 1870 the 
effect was d-amatic. He knows ‘how much was 
paid for votes, who paid it and Who recvived it 
All the ring firms contributed & the fund, and 
the Erie raisroad, through Fisk und Jay Gou.d. 
Six hundred thousand dollars were put into the 
hands of Kk. D. Barber, to put the cbarter 
through. Tue help of republicaha was needed, 
and not knowing any better way to secure it, 
Tweed says he sent for Hugh J. Hasting:. Tweed 
then continues: “I told him what I wanted, 
and, after some discussion, he fivally consented 
toaid mein my purposes. At Mr. Hastings’ 
suggestion, I saw in relation t that charter, 
especially, Senators Harris, Widsiow, William 
B Woodin, Theodor: D. Menier,(#eorge Bowen, 
aud James Wood, Winslow auc: myself wer. 
brought together, and he said he could get ocber 
senators for $5 000 a picce. A day or two after 
ward Mr Hasting and I had a conversation,and 
he suggested that if I could secure Senat r 
Woodin'’s support it would be a ¢ource of great 
strength, as he stood very high in the party. I 
met Mr. Woodin one day in the library hall of 
the senate chamber, said to him : ‘ You are aot 
going sgainst mein this matter’? Taois 1s a per- 
sonal fight agaiust me,and if they succeed 
they wiil remove me from my _ position 
as street commissioner '’ Hesaid fio, he did not 
waut to fightagainst me and I ga.d, ‘Wouldn't 
you like to help me out?” He thet spoke to me 
avout the loss of my position, and said it woud 
be worth a great deal to me to retain 
it, and I said I would be willing to 
pay any thing to secure. my object: 
I taiked arouad him to get a proposition of some 
kind from him. 1 reported that ‘interview to 
Winslow and Hastings, and botb of them said, 
“IT guess you can get the old man.”’ The n.xt 
day I talked to him, and he came ‘o my room 
teat night. I told him that any relation he had 
with me would be secret, and if he did auy 
thing in the matter that would be the en 1 of it- 
He said, | kuow youare ali right, and I ain’t 
afraid to ust you. He said tome: What oth- 
er republicans have you got? I saiil, if I cannot 
get you I will not tell you the other. | spoke to 
hin about Mr Wiaslow. The next day I had 
another interview, aud I said the sume thing to 
him. Isid 1 was going to pay $40,000 each, 
aud he asked if I could not make if $5,000. I 
ssid no; thai I did not propose, anJ I couid not 
afford, \o give more thau $10 .03, and he said he 
would go with the others, | said, ‘Shall 1 hand 
you the $10,000 yourseif?’’ and he said, ‘‘No, I 
wil do as the rest.’ I said, “1 will haniit 
to Winslow,” and he said, ““‘Dothe sam; with 
me as you did with the others, ‘“A‘' snort time 
after Hastiugs informed me that there was a 
republican caucus, and that was the result, 
an, in fact, I knew if already.

He aid: ‘'l 
have just come from the Dry #oods bark, which 
is closing up its affairs. I told them there that 
thie.is just the time tostarta bank, Everytbiug 
isattheebb. Everything has touche bottom 
and got as low asit can. If there be any change 
at all it must be for the better. A bank whieh 
has no real estate. not a debt in the ‘vorid, no 
law suits, and plenty of cash need fear vothiug. 
Iieave the First National bank as sdéund asa 
nut, and hope it may be Kept so.”’ '

I desire to mike this 
hotel, in accordance with Mr. Stewart's ideas 
aud wishes, a summer home for families; oi cul- 
ture and refinement, and I inteffd that so far es 
the minagement can make it so, gevtlemen 
shall feel that they can leave their wifes and 
children here just as safely asat home. Diothing 
offensive or objectionable shall be alldwed to 
interfere with the comfort of the guests: if we 
can prevent it. Our ballroom, as you see, can 
not be approacued by any one nota known 
guest of the hotel, or without a card of ‘admis- 
sion containing the visitor’sname.

M:jor Whitner, of our city, has re~ 
ceived the following letters from his brother, 
who ig living in Fernandina: 


FERNANDINA, September 11, 1877, 

My Dear Brother:—I should have ackuowl- 
edged your last letter sooner, but for the excite- 
meut prevailing here God bless you all for 
your kindness I fully appreciate it. 

There has been, as you may imagine, a perfect 
stampede from this city. The schools have ail 
been suspended aud all my associates have 
gone. My friends have seattered in different 
directions. The judge and family left so hurri- 
edly they had not time to fix up things, and I 
promised to have thim cared for. Solcame up 
to his house last night alone, hunted about and. 
found a candle, looked up some clean bed 
clothes, and had a good nighc’s rest. My daugh. 
ter was very reluctant to jeave without me, but 
tor many reasons! could not go. When they 
started, 1 was essisting at a fuoeral. At that 
funeral I learned that Mr. Whitehead, a music 
teacher and member of the Presbyterian church, 
was sick, but not much. That was at 3 o’clock. 
At 5:30 o’clock, his spirit was, as I trust, in 
heaven. Itis difficult to get assistance enough 
to lift the coffins. 

Dr Pope says this is the most malignant form 
of yellow fever, but it is strictly confined to a 
certain locality—a low, swampy ard exceeding- 
ly filthy part of town, and there has not been 
more than a dozeu dea hs. We hope it will not 
€xtend, or become general. 

Most of the badly scared have fied, and I took 
for good results theretrom. I hear of no new 
cases so far, to this hour, 9a.m. Iam perfectly 
well and cbeerful 

Teli my darling daughter, with you, not to be 
uneasy about me. 1am resting under the pro- 
pecting wings of the Lord Almighty, where 
even the noisome pestilence cannot reach me 
without His will. She must read and be com- 
ported by tre 9lst Psalm.

Dear Brothe: :—The fever is extending and the 
mortality is increasing. Mr. Jordan, Col. Do- 
zier's son-in-law, dicd yesterday; Mr. James, 
the jeweler, to-day. 

Dr. McFarland, of Savannah, thinks all who 
cau possibly got away, should promptly go. I 
cannot see how I can leave. 

Iam stil! well, only tired—so tired. The 
weather is very sultry. Pray for us.

San Francisco, September 17.— Yes- 
terday afternoon some persons passing 
near Sargent’s ranche, about two miles 
from Rocklin, Piacer county, heard 
several pisto] shote, and as they ap- 
proached the house, saw two men, who 
scaled the fence and ranaway. On 
entering the house, the body of a Mrs. 
Oder, who with her husband and Ssar- 
gent, who occupied the premises, was 
found on the floor. She 

HAD BEEN SHOT TWICE, 
and her head split open with an axe. 
An alarm was given, and a party of 
constables and citizens began a search. 
About fifiy yards from the house, the 
body of Mr. Oder was found. He had 
received three pistol shots. The party 
then followed the trail of the men who 
were seen to jump the fence. Their 
tracks showed that they wore China- 
men shoes. After crossing the river, 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
house, in a clump of willows, they 
found Sargent 

BLEEDING FROM WOUNDS 
inthe head and body. He was con- 
scious, and stated that two Chinamen 
had called at the house shortly after 
noon, and desired to purchase a certain 
mining claim from aim. He accompa- 
nied them tothe claim, and while re- 
turning they

in the body and head, and left him for 
dead. He said the assassins were from 
Perrvn, a neighboring village—one of 
them being a cook at Grant’s boar’. 
ing house near Perryn quarries. ile 
had received $120 from another China 
man a iew days before, for a mining 
claim. It was inhis trunk at home, 
and he presumed the object of the 
murderers was to obtain money. The 
party followed their track to

WASHINGTON, September 17.—Mr 
Schurz, in a letter to Attorney General 
Devens, says, “I avail myself of this 
opportunity to state the rule of action 
I have adopted for this and other gimi- 
lar cases, which it is my desire to dis-

to the United States. * It is the princi- 
pal object of the operations of this 
department recently set on foot, no 
on.y to bring monev into the public 
treasury but to put an end to the tim- 
ber depredations com nitted on the 
public lands.

may by way of compromise, acquire 
rightful possession of the logs on ‘erms 
profitable to themselves, the tempta- 
tion to continue the depredations 
will not cease to exist, and the 
depredations will go on. It ig 
for the reason that I have directed the 
stumpage system hitherio prevailing 
be discontinued. For the same, reasons, 
I withhold my approvai irom every 
compromise, which would permit the 
logs seized'to pass into the possession of 
depredators with any chance ot profit,

THE ANSWER OF GREECE. 

Atuens, September 17.—The reply 
of the minister of foreign affairsto the 
British remonstrance against Greek 
armament, wherein Lord Derby asked 
the Greek government to authorize 
England toassure Turkey that Greece 
will pot make war on her, declares that 
Greece has actually given assurances 
to the British minister at Athens that 
she does not intend to declare war 
avainst Turkey. This is all the porte 
or any other power acting in behalf of 
Turkey is justified in asking. Greece 
cannot renounce her freedom of action 
without prejudicing Hellenic inter- 
ests. As to the armaments ot Greece 
her minister points to the recognized 
independence of his country and rights 
which result from that independence.

THE ARRIVAL, 


LOUISVILLE, September 17. — The 
president’s pirty arrived here at 11:53 
a.m. In charge of the reception com- 
mittee and an escort, President Hayes 
stood on the platform car, his left arm 
by his side and the righ’ on his breast. 

THE RECEPTION. 

The president and escort arrived at 
the Galt house at 12:40 p.m. His ex- 
cellency and Mrs. Hayes were intro- 
duced to the people by Gen. E, H. 
Murray. 

Dr. Stuart Robertson, by requeat, 
delivered the address of welcome. The 
Doctor concluded by addressing his 
fellow citizens: “But as this gatheri 
is in the holy interest of peace al 
brotherhood, I deem it an honorable 
tribute to the Christian ministry that 
you have selected a minister of reli- 
gion to give utterance to your senti- ° 
ments in offering this heart-felt wel- 
come. Allow me now to present to 
your heartiest welcome, the president 
of the United States.” 

THE REPLY. 

When the applause subsided which 
greeted President Hayes on arising to 
address the people, he spoke as follows: 
“Mr Robinson and feliow-citizens of 
Louisville, | thank you for this Ken- 
tucky welcome. ‘The people of Ken- 
tucky and the people of Ohio are old 
acquaintances. [he early history of 
the two\ states is blended.” The speech 
was retrospective and mainly histori- 
cal, 

THE EXPOSITION HALL, 

LouisviLLE, September 17.—At 3:30 
the party was escorted to the exposi- 
tion building by the military. Mr. 
Moore walked with Mr. Hayes and 
Mayor Jacob, with the cabinet officers, 
governors, generals, etc., following, sur- 
rounded by the children of the publie 
schools, who welcomed the distin- 
guished strangers with appropriate 
songs.

Yesterday was a solemn ‘festival 
the Jewish church, and was most: solemualy obs 
served by our fellow-citizens of thatcreed All 
their stores were closed, and they pasied the 
entire day in such religious services as have been 
obeerved in their church from time immemo- 
rial. 

Yom Kippur, or the day of atovement, is the 
most holy day of the year. Itis parti icularly ect 
apart for fasting, prayer end repbutance, The 
authority for the observauce of the 
day is found in the 16th; chapter of 
Leviticus, in which the following Divine com. 
mand is given: 

“On the tenth day of the month i5 
the day of atonement. It shal} be to youa 
lay of holy convocation, and you shall afflict 
your souls by fasting. Ye shall do uo work on 
thatday,foritisa day of atonem} nt, on whit 
ye shall be pardoned before the‘Eterual, your 
God It shall be to youa compldte day of rest, 
and ye,shall afliict your souls. Ol the evening 
of the ninth day ye shall begin jnd keep your 
resting day until the nex! evening ” 

Duriug the period of tae « x 4s ence of the 
holy tempie, this Yom Kippur ;was a day of 
great solemnity; the whole naticn was fasting 
aud praying; the holy temple wak atte 
kahamin or priests, who were engaged in the 
duties; and the Levites, who wele occupied in 
singing praises tothe Alm ghty.
